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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1. Claims 1-27, 38-73 and 75-77 ai*e allowed. 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Examiner carefully reviewed the Applicant's Response filed on 10/10/2003 and 

Supplemental Response filed on 10/23/2003 wherein the Applicant remarked in his Response, 

specific in first paragraph of page 4 as folio wings: 

"Furthermore, absent any teachings from the cited reference for 
combining the two vastly different purchase/sale systems: Taylor's 
conventional bidding system, which requires a buying service center to send 
output requests for bids from selling service centers: and Walker's 
unconventional CPO system, which must first collect conditional purchase 
offers from buyers so that potential sellers may selectively accept such offers, 
it is respectfully submitted that the Examiner's proffered combination of the 
cited references constitute improper hindsight reconstruction of the present 
invention " 

In the Taylor's system, the buying service center 102 receives requests for services fi*om 
a plurality of fax machines 1 13-1 16 as shown in figure 1 and constructs a plurality of purchase 
offers by itself based on the received requests to include at least a cost factor such as a price (see 
column 4, line 41 - col. 5, line 4). If the service center 102 is read on a "service node" as recited 
in claim 65, the Taylor's system fails to teach or fairly suggest the feature of "the service node 
for receiving purchase offers from the buyers," because Taylor's system teaches the service 
center 102 constructs , not receives , the purchase offers fi'om the buyers. Fuilhermore, in the 
Applicant's Supplemental Response, Applicant amended the claim 65 with the term "offers" in 
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place of "orders" for distinguishing from Walker's teachings. In the Walker's unconventional 
CPO system, Walker teaches that telecommunications cairiers review a conditional purchase 
offer (CPO) posted and/or transmitted by CPO management system and sends a response to 
"accept" a CPO within the meaning of contract law (see col. 6, lines 1 1-47). It is noticed that the 
"accept" signal or acceptance signal, according to definition fi'om dictionary, is means of 
"approval" or "a process of accepting" which is totally different fi*om "sell offer." Thus, 
Walker's system fails to clearly teach the CPO management system receives sell offers offered 
by sellers as recited in claim 65. 

Therefore, the claims 65-73 and 75-77 are allowed with the reasons set forth above.
